Austrian Socialist Lead-

VALENCIA, March 10.— Julius 
Deutsch, former Social-Democratic 
Minister of War of Austria, has is- 
sued an appeal to American Social- 
ists and trade unionists to unite in 
the defense of Spain. 

“When Malaga fell, the reaction- 
ary press said it meant victory for 
Franco, but today we are taking the 
Offensive on the Madrid, Oviedo, 
Talavera, Cordoba and Toledo 
fronts,” said Deutsch. Our mili- 
tary position in is strong, 
in fact it is better everywhere than 
a month ago. The length of the war 
depends on international factors, es- 
pecially the control plan. 

“In my opinion, the Fascist pow- 
ers won't submit to control, thus 
making the new scheme another 
maneuver. Non-intervention re- 
mains a tragic farce, for the demo- 
cratic powers may carry out con- 
trol seriously, but Germany and 
Italy win not stop. Thus it is more 
than ever the duty of Socialists and 
trade unionists to oppose schemes 
which effectually aid the rebels. 
There should be either complete ef- 
fective control or none, and Spain's 
rights to freedom of commerce 
should be restored.”

FRANCE 10 
LAUNCH LOAN

PARIS, March 10 (UP) —France 
tonight prepared to Nunch her 
greatest peace-time loan for na- 
tional defense after parliament 
passed the measure by an over- 
whelming majority.

CANTABRICO SEAMAN 
DESCRIBES ATTACK 


ARCACHON, France, March 10 
(UP).—Pablo Juan Boo, only known 
survivor of the crew of the freighter 
Mar Cantabrico, told rescuers that 
the vessel's captain had been shot 
in mid-Atlantic because the crew 
suspected him of being in commu- 
nication with fascist rebel warships, 
it became known today. 

Boo, picked up by the French 
fishing boat Henri Cameleyre after 
he jumped overboard from the Mar 
Cantabrico, escaping a boarding 
party from the cruiser Canarias, is 
held under provisional arrest. 

After the Mar Cantabrico’s cap- 
tian was executed, Boo told rescuers, 
the first mate, Franca Maria, took 
command and changed the vessel's 
course. Instead of trying to slip 
through the Straits of Gibraltar as 
originally ordered, Maria turned the 
ship North until off Nantes, France, 
then steamed southward in the lane

In the case of Styles vs. Harvey 
in 1929, N. B. Fitzsimmons, a private 
detective, swore that Harvey joined 
the Klan in order to advance his 
own political fortunes. Fitzsimmons 
said: 

“Abundant proof is available 
that subsequent to Harvey's be- 
coming a member. of the Amer- 
jean Krusaders he attended 
closed meetings of the Ku Klux 
Klan, made speeches thanking 
them for their support in his 
campaign for election to the 
Board of Aldermen.” 


PECULIAR FINANCIAL DEALS 


The sturdy Queens “patriot,” who 
has denounced the New Deal as 


“Communistic” and Charlotte Carr, 
E.R.B. director as playing ball 
with Communists,” has had some 
peculiar financial transactions in 
his life. One of them brought him 
within a hair from removal from 
office. 

One of his first acts after taking 
his present office was to borrow 
$11,500 to finance a trade magazine 
he owned. The money was gotten 
from a company which was trying 
to sell a chemical snow remover to 
the city. 

He later took $2,500 from a play- 
boy broker to test his chances up- 
State to get the G.O.P. guberna- 
torial nomination. His boy friend 
was later sent to Sing Sing for 
shady brokerage business. 

In 1930 Harvey became a director 
of a highly dubious enterprise—the 
New York City Airport, Inc. He 
wrote a letter on borough stationery 
praising the phony company and 
got 500 shares of stock in return. 
The promoters of the outfit were 
prosecuted and escaped prison sen- 
tences only by dissolving the cor- 
poration and promising to return 
the stockholders’ money. 


FLAYED BY ROOSEVELT 


Brought before then Gov. Roose- 
velt on charges in 1931, Harvey was 
sharply censured and barely es- 
caped removal. Said Roosevelt in 
his decision: “The documents be- 
fore me set forth a course of con- 
duct on the part of the Borough 
President which should be incom- 
patible with ideals of official con- 
aGuct. . . .” 

Harvey, now termed a perjurer 
by a former Klansman, is notorious 
among New York workers and pro- 
gressives for anti-labor statements 
and actions. 

On Feb. 1, 1933, he suggested 
abolition of the $7,000,000 annual 
fund for free city college courses. 
In February, 1934, he suggested that 
taxi strike leaders be “ridden out 
of town.” 

On March 5, 1935, Harvey pro- 
posed to use relief workers as strike- 
breakers in the elevator walkout. 

Exactly three weeks later he said 
in a speech at Freeport, Nassau 
county. that the city was “educat- 
ing thousands of students free of 
charge at City College every year 
and many of them are Communists. 
If I had my way we would weed 
them out or close the college.” 

A month later, April 29, 1935, he 
urged the Police Commissioner to 
refuse permits to the Communist 
Party for parades. All the Com- 
munists should be “put on ships 
and sent back where they belong,” 
he declared.

® Tuesday’s dramatic sit-in strike in 28 of 


the city’s: Home Relief Bureaus brought 


„forth in the sharpest light the situation of 


the unemployed. \ 


Suffering under a case-closing drive, vic- 
tims of what is often intolerable delay and 
red tape, receiving a miserable fire-trap rent 
allowance and insufficient clothing allowance, 
the sit-in was the protest of the city’s unem- 
ployed. 

It was an answer so sharp and clear that 
no Tory George U. Harvey can dare ignore it. 


Certain gains were made by the strike: 


1. Granting of a public hearing be- 
fore the Emergency Relief Bureau. 


2. Agreement to speed up cases. 

3. A pledge by the Mayor to press for 
rent allowance increases. 

4. A pledge by the Mayor that he 
would work towards getting tenants out 
of old law tenements violating the Mul- 
tiple Dwelling Law. 


In terminating their protest after win- 
ning these and other concessions, the Work- 
ers Alliance showed wise generalship. Now 
it should consolidate the present gains in an 
organized, disciplined way. 

The Alliance and New York labor should 
press forward immediately on the basis of 
Tuesday's victory, not relaxing their vigi- 
lance for a moment. The needs of the job- 
less are still far from adequately met—and 
the reactionary majority of the Board of 
Estimate still stands in the way of an ade- 
quate relief appropriation. 


The unemployed fully expect the Board 
to vote the needed funds for increases.

Peril to World Peace— 


Shipments to Franco 


Mussolini and not General Franco seems 
to be first in command in the war of Fas- 
cism against Madrid. On the Guadalajara 
front to the northeast of Madrid, two Ital- 
ian regular army divisions with from 14,000 
to 16,000 men, equipped with the most up- 
to-date machinery of war, are fighting 
against the democratic government of Spain. 
Is this the real reason for the delay in 
enforcing the blockade around Spain? Are 
the British Tories accommodating the Italian 
Fascists to the extent of allowing them to 
ship what they think will be sufficient men 
to turn the trick for the Spanish Fascists? 
The fact remains, the intensity of troop 
shipments from Fascist Italy and Germany 
to Spain has increased, with Mussolini’s Gen- 
eral Staff taking the leading role, to beat the 
ever-extending deadline of the blockade. 1 
While Mussolini was rushing Italian divi- 
sions to bombard Madrid, it is a fact that a 
British trade mission reached Burgos, head- 
quarters of the Spanish Fascists, to talk 
trade. Does the Baldwin government pro- 
pose to “enforce” the blockade by increasing 
its commerce with the Spanish Fascists? 
The heroic Spanish people have suffered 
every form of intervention - mercenary 
Moors, German Fascists, and now they face 
a wholesale importation of Italian Fascist 
troops. Yet the combined fascist gangs are 
being held at bay. But we cannot stress too 
strongly the danger of increased shipments 
of foreign Fascist troops against Spain. It 


becomes a peril not only to Spanish democ- 


racy but to world peace. 

Let us redouble our efforts to block such 
criminal intervention against Spain, and let 
us counter this attack on world peace and
